The money expended by the seven 


leading belligerents for purely war 
purposes during the four years of war 
hss been estimated nt about $134,000,- 
000,000. The enormous magnitude of 
this sum is beyond nil comprehension 
and can .bi grasped only in terms of 
comparison with other wars. It has 
been sjid th.it this sum is greater 
than all combined money expenditures 
for ail other wars since the beginning 
of recorded history. The total cost of 
all ths wars fought since the Amer- 
ican revolution, the aggregnte fight- 
ing period covering 
60 ye-irs, was 


.only 423,000,000,000. making the ex- 
penditures of the 
present war for 


only four years six times greater. 
H is about one-third of the total na- 
tional wealth of the chief belliger- 
ents- The combined average daily war 
cost, computed on a four-year basis, 
is aboct S10(,500,000, or

The average .city family will, per- 


haps, ilo best by keying hens for eggs 
alone, but n considerable degree of 
success can be attained In breeding 
Poultry- In bnck yards and In many 
instances It may he desirable, 


Hy breeding poultry Is meant mat- 


ing a male nnd one or more females to 
reproduce the parent type; hatching 
the young, and so rearing them that 
they will attain the full development 
of good typical specimens of their 
race. In a small way this can be done 
In quite a limited space. It Is moro 
dlfiicult thiin keeping a Kimill flock of 
bens for eggs for the table, or growing 
n few chickens for the table in the 
same .space, but with regular attention 
"nd good care very salisfactory re- 
sults (ire obtained. Good work under 
adverse conditions often gives better 
results tlnin poor work under good 
conditions. 


The smallest breeding pen for .work 


«n this scale and with only unc'mAt- 
Inff should have a male aiid two fe- 
males.; With two hens, the pen will 
provide eggs for h.ilchlng ,,| the rate 
of a sltltnu every- week or ten days, 
thus making U possible to set all eggs 
while the germs aro dUong. If a small 
Jlock Is kept also for ecus for the 
table, hens from that nock may be 
used to hatch and brood the chickens. 
If the laying hens luy eggs of a dif- 
ferent color from those laid by the 
breeding hens, all may be kept togeth- 
er. The layers may not produce ns 
many eggs while fed ns breeders 
should be, but there Is a saving In 
space and work, and tho net result 
may be ns good ns If more eggs were 
secured.
